. Y. board of health is providing 
aa-ainst the anticipated visit of cholera, from the 
■oath. The streets, sewers, alleys and cellars 
are being disinfected. The residents of the 
latter unhealthy places are being compelled to 
hunt higher places of abode, and the owners 
of tenement houses occupied by the poorer 
classes are ordered to abate the existing nui- 
sances and take precautions against the oc- 
eurrence of others. 

—Prof. Harknees, of the national observ- 
atory, has gone to New York and Boston to 
examino into the progress and character 
of tin* work on the instrument now preparing 
»t an expense of fifty thousand dollars, by 
authority of congress, to observe the transit 
°' Venus. The chronometers and transit in- 
struments are making In New York, and the 
photographic apparatus in Boston. 

—The president has pardoned the IUr. John 
B. Zell, a Baptist minister or South Carolina, 
who was convisted of kaklnaism and sent to 
Alton r penitentiary by Judge Bond. 

—Nine thousand immigrants arrived at New 
Tork during the past week, making II1.MI 
sines January 1. 

— A New York paper says that at tbe pre«-»nt 
time there are between 7,000 and «,000 children 
who have been kidnapped from Italy, and are 
held in slavery iu the large cities of the Uui- 
tod States, New York being the great central 
nUrepot. These children are brought here 
and sold daily, at private auction, at prices 
ranging from #100 to #400 for boys, and from 
4100 t» #300 for girls. Where the girls are 
exceptionally pretty the prices rule higher. 
Two little girls who together play their violins 
in Wall -treet are said to have been bonght by 
their present owner for »1.600. Since the 1st 
of April last 317 of these children have arrived 
in New York. 
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— Matamoras. — The revolution in tbe state 
of Jalisco, headed by the President, Aquailas, 
growing out of the attempt of the state gov- 
ernment to coUeo* tbe taxes for the past six- 
teen years while the state was under control 
of tho Indian chieftain, I^sailo, who was re- 
cently deposed by the general government, 
has assumed serious proportions, andOeu'l 
Polaoceshas been sent with his command to 
assist in quelling it.

- Tlie geographical results of the Polaris 
expedition, so far aa they can now be ascer- 
ained from the testimony of Tyson and his 
comrades, may bo summoned up briefly : The 

Polar sea laid down by Kane ami 
is found to be in reality a sound of considera- 
ble extent, formed by the abrupt expauei< a of 
Kennedy channel to the northward and broUeu 
by Lady Franklin's bay on the west aud on the 
east by a large inlet twenty miles wide at 
opening, and certainly ex ending far in- 
land. The full scientific results of the Polaris 
expedition cannot be known until that vessel 
has been found and brought back with tbe 
treasures gathered and the records and details 
of her arctic explorations, but enough It told 
by the witnesses whom have been examined to 
excite expectation and encourage the hope of 
large and valuable additions to human ki*>wi- 
edge. • 

— The poet master general has signed addi- 
tional articles to the present postal treaty with 
Canada, providing for an interchange of pos- 
tal cards of the United States and tho Nonun- 
ion at the prepaid rate of two cents in full to 
its destination in either country, the prepay- 
ment to be effected t>y affiauig to the card an 
ordinary one cent posta™ stamp. Postal 
cards not so additionally prepaid aro not to be 
forwarded. It is expected to go into effect 
Jaiy 1. The post master general has also de- 
termined to issue an oruer directing that all 
postal cards which cannot be delivered to the 
person addressed shall be immediately re- 
turned to the writer without charge.

The Tomb of*Tantalus. 

Tiie following interesting article is 
taken from an exchange of a recent date: 
Among the famous sights of Smyrna 
which are seldom seen by casual visi- 
tors are the tomb of Tantalus, on the 
opposite side of the bay, and the lake 
of Tantalus, in the chain of Sipylus. 
According to the classic historians, be- 
side the rock-cnt image of Cybele, there 
was once here a city of Tantalus, which 
was destroyed by an earthquake. Since 
the eruption of Vesuvius the lake has 
been sensibly affected. This lake, the 
crater of a volcano supposed to be ex- 
tint, and amid volcanic formations, is 
reputed to lie fathomless, although an 
English officer settled that point many 
years ago. This time of the year it i*« :t 
place for picnics from the summer tov.n 
of Bournabat, hut now sight-seers and 
tourists are proceeding thither because 
the two peaks above the lake are visibly 
sinking. Not only this, but two fissures 
have opened, from one of which warm 
water flows, and in the other ruins are 
to be recognized of a fine city. Such is 
the local report we have received. On 
the other side of the city of Smyrna 
are the volcanic peaks of the Two 
Brothers, and it is much to be feared, 
after the late disturbances of the dis- 
trict, that some fearful earthquake 
again awaits the city.

The local conditions that chiefly pro- 
mote the outbreaks and propagation of 
cholera, are : 

L Negleetexl privies. 
2. Filth-soden grounds. 
:i. Foul cellars and filthy and badly 
drained stirronndings of dwellings. 
4. Foul and obstructed house drains. 
">. Decayed and putrescent materials, 
whether animal or vegetable. 

6. Unveutilated.damp and uncleansed 
dwellings und apartments. 

These localizing causes of cholern 
should be promptly and very thorough- 
ly removed before a case of the disease 
appears in the town or district; and if any 
source of putrescence or of excessive 
moisture remain, even these should be 
controlled by tho proper cleansing and 
disinfi'ction. 

Thorough scavenging and surface 
drainage, with the application at the 
same time of quick-lime and <*oal-tar or 
crude corltolic acid ; whitewashing with 
fresh quick-lime ; the cleansing and 
thorough drying ami ventilation of cel- 
lars, basements, chambers and closets, 
and daily care to cleanse, flush, ventil- 
ate and purify the sources of defilement 
about all inhabited premises, will afford 
almost complete protection if suitable 
care is taken of

4. Cleansing and ptirity, skillful dis- 
infection, temperate* habits and whole- 
some diet with pure water and fresh air 
are the trusted and sure means of health 
and security in all places and for all 
classes of people when exposed to the 
Baaatsl of cholera. The watchword 
against this destructive enemy should 
be, remove the local causes that favor 
the propagation of cholera, and wherev- 
er it apjK»ars, let its germs be quickly 
stamped out by powerful disinfectants 
and instant cleansing. 

From l>eing the most feared and dep- 
trnctive pestilence, cholera now may be 
controlled and distinguished more 
qnifkly and completely than auy other 
epidemic disease. Believing, therefore, 
that the people of the United States re- 
quire the suggestions which are given 
in this memoran lum, this committee 
presents them for the purpose of hasten- 
ing and making sure the most extensive, 
thorough and speedy control of the des- 
troyer.

DISINFECTION ANI> DISINFECTANTS. 

The principles relating to disinfec- 
tion as a means of destroying the prop- 
agatiug or infectious cause of cholera — 
the "cholera contagium" are readily 
understood, and may be so explained 
to any family that the household may 
insure its immunity against the intro- 
duction and spread of the disease. For 
popular use we append a brief statement 
of these principles at the end of this 
circular ; and we respectfully recom- 
mend that the statement aud the follow- 
ing schedule of rules aud methods be 
given to the press, and alljprincipals of 
schools, superintendents of places of 
public resort, railroad depots, ferries, 
hotels aud steamboats, and the conduc- 
tors of pass<*4iger trains throughout the 
continent ; believing, as we do, that by 
the timely application of these meas- 
nr s the prevalence of cholera may be 
prevented. 

Kl'LES AND METHODS OF DISINFECTION. 

For pi ivies, water. closets, drains and 
sewers — Eight or ten pounds of sul- 
phate of iron (copperas) dissolved in 
five or Bix gallons of water, with half a 
pint of crude carbolic acid added to the 
solution and briskly stirred, makes the 
cheapest and best disinfecting fluid for 
common use. It can be procured in 
every town and by any family, and if 
M carbolic acid is not at hand, the so- 
lution of copperas mav be used without 
tit.

which add two or three ounces of pure 
strong carbolic acid.

* bo up the proportions are, seven or eight 
middling-sized tomatoes, three pints of 
broth, four or five stalks of parsley, 
two of thyme, salt, pepper, a tea-wpoon- 
ful of pepper-corns, a bay leaf, two on- 
ions, three cloves, and three or four 
cloves of garlic, a quarter of rt pound of 
rioe, a table-spoonful of butter, one 
ounce of tugar, three slices of bread. 
The tomatoes are put in boiling water 
for a few seconds, taken off and dropped 
into cold water, and theu skinned. 
They are pnt in a saucepan, and set on 
a moderate fire with the broth, parsley, 
salt, pepper, and the following spices 
tied in a linen rag : thyme, pepper- 
corns, bay leaf, onions, and cloves. 
When cooked, the whole is turned into 
a colander (with the exception of the 
spices in the rag) and forced through 
with a potato-masher, except the tomato 
seeds ; then the strained jniee and pulp 
are^nixed with the rice ; after it has 
been boiled the butter and sugar axe 
addtxL The whole is simmered for 
about half an hour, and turned into the 
soup dish. While] it is simmering the 
slices of bread are cut in dice and fried 
with a little butter, and put in the soup 
tureen before turning the mixture there- 
in. Cover it for two minutes, and serve 
Lobster socp, or bisque. — This 
makes an excellent soup. The propor- 
tions are, two three-pound lobsters, 
three ounces of butter, two quarts of 
broth, and eight ounces of bread. Boil 
the lobsters, and after having removed 
the dark bluish vein and the stomach, 
cut the head off about nn inch back of 
the eyes ; pnt the flesh of the tail aside, 
and pound the rest well, shell, small 
and large claws, and all that is in the 
body shell. It is then put in a sauce- 
pan with the butter, and stirred until 
the butter is melted ; then a quart of 
broth is added, and the whole sin 
for about fifteen minutes.

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The Active Element in Play. 

We make, of course, a great mistake 
if we overlook the active element in 
play, and children and grown persons 
must not get theAsport too easily, nor 
enfeeble themselves by setlentary 
amusements. Here the important dis- 
tinction of the active and passive voice 
opens upon us. In base-ball, in crick- 
ett, in billiards, in bowling, and in 
quoits and foot-ball, there is whole- 
some stir of the limbs and the blood, 
and also good exercise for the percep- 
tions and judgment. Spinning tire top 
and flying the kite, playing marbles and 
battledoor, nro mli.ler sport*, u l thoy 
have the use for the mind as well us the 
body, and they have plac* in physical 
education too important to allow un- 
sensible man to despise them. We 
tend generally very much, however, 
away from all these outdoor active 
plays, and we like to get our amuse- 
ment as easily as possible, while the 
least loss of time or cost, of effort. 
Hence th« great Dre valence of the sit- 
ting plays, tin- flileutary racreal 
These are of various kinds, according 
as they quicken the perceptions and 
the understanding at the table, as in 
the case of draughts, backgammon, or 
the less objectionable forms of card- 
playing ; or as in the oasegpf riddles 
and charades and conundrums, they 
stir the wits ; or in the play with dolls 
and puppets, which start the fancy ; or, 
lastly, in the games of chance, that 
move hope and fear without calling out 
any worthy action of mind or heart, 
and which are of doubtful service even 
in their mildest forms, so ready are 
they to encourage the accursed passion 
lLfor ga»inp.

Their excessive ful- 
ness and redness of face, though often 
exhibited by fond parents with pride, 
indicate an unhealthy condition. 

Dr. Hunt declares : " Our own na- 
tion is proverbial for gormandizing, 
u hioh S* alreiury*beginning to 
ate the energies of the American 
people." 

Dr. Muzzey says : " Much feeling is 
likely to be followed by disease." 

Lola Montez declares : " The ordi- 
nary fare of a fashionable lady is suf- 
ficient to destroy the brightest and 
smoothest skin." 

Dr. Philips and Dr. Paris recommend 
that the dyspeptic "should carefully 
attend to the first feeling of safety." 

Prof. Hitchcock advises that we 
should eat only one dish, or, as he ex- 
plains it afterwards, " one course." 

The celebrated Dr. Johnson offers tin; 
following on this point : " Whenever 
a meal is followed by an inaptitude for

The famous Dr. Cheyue says : "If 
any man has eaten or drunken so much 
as renders him unfit for the duties and 
studies of his profession, he has over- 
eaten."

but when the food is good and the so- 
cial atmosphere pleasant, nine peoj . La 
ten go too far. 

I have a rule which has proved valu- 
able. I have recommended it to many 
others, to whom it has likewise proved 
of great value. It is this : 

" Before you take the first mouthful, 
palce upon your plate all yon are to eat, 
ai.d eat but twice a day. 

This, ;'■ 1 he 
greatly superior to any of the rules I 
have named, and, I may add, to all that 
have been given. This rule accom- 
plishes all that the practice of weighing 
does, without embarrassment and an- 
noyance which weighing involves. It is 
lietter than the rule of Dr. Johnson and 
others, viz., watching while you are eat- 
ing for the first indication of satiety ; 
for it is almost impossible for a dyspep- 
tic, with his morbid appetite, to watch, 
or halt when he does discover that the 
food fails to give the. intense gratifica- 
tion of the moment. This is, indeed, 
the great difficulty, to use calm judg- 
ment and moral firmness in the midst 
of the absorbing pleasuresof a delicious 
meal. I am free to confess that I have 
rarely done it myself, and thiuk I may, 
withont harsh judgment, say I do not 
know of half a dozen persons who can. 

Besides, with this rule, you alwnys 
avoid the desert and the condements, 
which, in the shape of extra salt, mus- 
tard, pepper, etc., are almost sure to

Endemann Process of Preserving Meat. 

According to Dr. Endemann, an 
excellent method of preserving meat 
consists in cutting it into thin slices, 
and drying it in a current of warm air 
not exceeding 140 degrees F. The 
operation should be completed in three 
or four honrs, in which case the pro- 
duct is hard, and may be easily ground 
up in a mill, when6 is in a condition 
fit for use. The fibrane and albumen 
are not coagulated, and consequently 
are still able to take up water, and thus 
expand to their natural condition. The 
powder prepared in this way hasji light 
brownish-yellow color, a ^l^ht smell 
like that of roast beef, and'* v^x pleas- 
ant taste. For making e> ^>, two 
ounces are to be boiled, with the usual 
ingredients, in sixteen ounces of water. 
Such soup is much stronger than when 
prepared with half a pound of fresh 
uncut meat, as the latter does not give 
out its extractive material so completely 
after any amount of boiling.
